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THE CONFEDERATE 
MOTORS P51 
FIGHTER COMBAT 


C onfederate Motors founder Matthew Chambers has 
never been one to be shy on bold designs. And to say 
that the looks of any of the Birmingham, Alabama- 
based Confederate Motors motorcycles are wild is a 
true understatement. 

Since 1991 the world has seen several variants of the 
Hellcat and Wraith models, and now Confederate Motors has 
launched the second generation of the P51 Fighter Combat 
model you see here. From its unconditional front end to its 
solid carbon-fiber rear wheel, this mix of TIG-welded tubing 
and bolt-together billet aluminum is an amazing feat of engi- 
neering and a piece of gasoline-fed functional art. 
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The P51 Fighter Combat’s bodylines are very industrial yet 
somehow streamlined. This is due in part to the backbone of 
the bike, which integrates both the CNC-machined 6061 T6 
aluminum airbox and downdraft intake (complete with view- 
ing porthole) to the front of the clear- windowed fuel tank. 
The back of the fuel tank also acts as the pivot for the bike’s 
rear swingarm as well as a mount for the carbon-fiber and 
leather-appointed seat. It’s a genius design indeed. 

Up front the P51 Fighter Combat has a double wishbone - 
moffeshock sprung five-axis machined leading link girder 
fork that is just as well enough at home hanging in the Los 
Angeles’ MOM A than banging out miles on Mulholland Drive.

All this killer componentry and awe- 
inspiring design doesn’t really mean a 
thing if this machine doesn’t perform, 
and we can tell you that it indeed does. 
It’s S&S X- Wedge-based powerplant 
provides more than 200 ponies of neck- 
breaking horsepower, and it delivers 
more than a pound- foot of torque for 
every 3 pounds of its less-than-500- 
pound mass. 

We all know that having all of 
that horsepower is great, but if you 
don’t have a good suspension and 
some mega brakes for this beast of an 
engine it is all for naught. This is why 
Confederate contacted Race Tech in 
Corona, California, for its superbike- 
like monoshock remote reservoir 
suspension and Beringer brakes for its 
supreme stopping power. 

I was fortunate enough to ride this 
very bike for a few days before we shot 
it for the magazine. I can tell you that it 
is a true muscle bike with gobs of power 
but with some very prolific performance 


to back it up. It rides easy and is well 
balanced at low speeds, but the P51 
Fighter Combat will practically tear your 
head off when running through the 
gears at wide-open throttle. The looks 
of this bike do not convey how well it 
does while canyon carving. After only a 
small initial suspension adjustment it 
ate up every one of the 100-plus miles 
of twisty roads I took it on. 

In short, the P51 Fighter Combat 
is both a beefy beast and a total joy 
to ride under all the conditions and 
situations I took it through. 

The bike, as you can imagine, is 
an attention getter with everyone at 
traffic intersections gawking like you 
just teleported this cycle through some 
sort of wormhole from the future. And 
quick gas stops now turn into hour- 
long Q&A sessions about every aspect 
of this “crazy-ass” (as it was referred 
more than one time) motorcycle. But all 
this attention comes with the territory 
when riding such a radical machine.

And many of the owners of these bikes will 
appreciate that. 

There will only be a limited amount of 61 
P51 Fighter Combat models made in 2016. 
Thirty-one of them will be “blonde” or raw of 
the aluminum model you see here, and 30 of 
them will be black anodized and coated. 

At the retail sum of a hair under $125,000, 
ownership of this bike is mainly restricted to a 
clientele of the rich and famous with owners of 
past generations of Confederate bikes ranging 
from big business tycoons to movie, sports, 
and rock stars, such as Tom Cruise, Brad Pitt, 
Steven Tyler, Ryan Reynolds, Eddie Van Halen, 
and some guy who kicks a ball around named 


David Beckham. 

If you believe that due to the price of 
these vehicles there are a ton of spots on the 
waiting list left to buy a P51 Fighter Combat, 
you might just want to think again, as we are 
sure that at the time this issue of Hot Bike 
goes to press they just might well be sold out 
for the year. 

In this world of motorcycling, somebody 
has to be the most radical, and somebody also 
has to command a high price tag for being 
as such. We are just glad it’s the Confederate 
P51 Fighter Combat and that it’s a made-in- 
the-USA machine built with American hands, 
know-how, perseverance, respect, and style. HB

POP’S GARAGE FABRICATION REDUX

T his bike has real history for me. 
When I was a know-nothing 
kid at the confused age of 21, 

I was able to work with Kirk 
Taylor at Custom Design Studios in the 
Bay Area of Northern California. I had 
just graduated from MMI in Phoenix 
a year prior but had hardly retained 
my everyday functions. Kirk was kind 
enough to employ me part time and show 


me the ways. I learned so much in those 
10 months I was under his employment. 

This was a key moment in my life — a 
turning point. We all have them. Some 
for better and some for worse. This was 
when and where my fire was lit. I wanted 
to build motorcycles. And Blood on Blood 
first taste. Blood on Blood 


gave me my 
was this bike’s first christened name, 
after a Johnny Cash song.

Devils Right Hand, another Cash song, 
was my way of keeping the soul of the 
original build alive. The bike was first 
built for the Artistry in Iron competition 
in Las Vegas, and it was amazing. The 
whole process from start to finish was 
amazing. 1 couldn't get enough of it. This 
bike in its original form, to me, was a 10. 

So why change it? Why take some- 
thing iconic and distort, twist, and re- 
form? Why not? It had been eight years, 
and the hike needed some love. In those 
eight years I had continued to follow 
my passion for metal forming and bike 
building, I bad moved to the Atlanta area 
to work for another great visionary, and 
then last year I decided it was time to 
open up my own shop. I was tired of the 
limitations of working for someone and 
wanted to stretch my legs, as they say. 

So when I was approached by the 
owner of Blood on Blood, it felt like it 
was all meant to be. At first, the owner 
only wanted to change a couple of things. 
He wanted to remove the air ride from 
the seat and change out the front end. 
But as it goes, in this industry things 
just snowballed. The next thing you 
know, the bike was on the bench naked 
as could be. We were down to the engine, 
transmission, frame, and tins. 

One of the more notable and key 
aspects of this bike was the engravings 
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done by Tay Herrera. We knew these had 
to stay. He had done such beautiful work 
on the oil bag, heat shields, clutch cover, 
brass knuckle kicker, and the gas cap, 
which had the owners initials carved 
into it. 

At first, the bike was going to stay 
red, but when we eliminated the forward 
controls and reformed that area we knew 
a change of color was a new option. The 
forward controls were replaced for some 
aggressive mid-controls. Hours of love 
and thought went into every aspect of 
this build, and for me it all started with 
the mids. Comfort with aggression. The 
mids were made in-house out of stainless 
and then polished. Toe pegs were turned 
down on the lathe out of solid brass, and 
the pegs are modified Bison Motorsports 


honeycomb. The linkage, along with both 
brake stays, is made from hand-twisted 
stainless hex rod. Got to keep it classy! 

The front end was a special-order 
6-inches-over Paughco springer. We 
ended up flipping the rockers to get the 
right riding height, which also gave it a 
very cool look. The bars were purchased 
from Zombie Performance and narrowed 
an inch. The engine is a RevTech 110 
with Xzotic pan tops. 

With all that power we needed some 
badass stopping power. We went with 
PM calipers front and rear — so shiny! 
The hand controls and rear master 
cylinder are Beringers. The Baker six- 
speed with kicker transmission is lifted 
up to allow for the Indian Larry hidden 
starter kit.

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When it came to making the exhaust, I 
wanted to try something a little different 
than what I had done before. I’m obsessed 
with the ripple pipe sections made by Mc- 
Donald Handmade. I contacted him and had 
him make up some stainless sections with 
a flared tip. The coating on the exhaust is a 
custom-colored, high-heat piston coating. 
The brass tips were a last-minute eBay score, 
which truly set the pipes off. 

We wanted to keep the tooled-leather 
seat done by OB Leatherworks. The seat 
pan had been rolled out by Bryan Schimke 
at TPJ Cycles, so that had to stay also. I 
ended up using Chopper Shox to support 
the seat and help preserve the customer’s 
back. Keeping with the leather theme, I 
made a belt to hold down the battery cover. 


I was able to make the buckle on the belt 
by twisting stainless hex rod. The buckle 
turned out to be way more complicated 
than I thought it was going to be. 

Joe Patterson at JDK Collision did the 
paint. Joe knocked it out of the park on 
this paint job. When we decided to change 
the color of this bike, we had talked about 
gold — not only gold but a metallic gold, 
almost like honey — and a black with 
unfathomable depth. Joe’s execution was 
perfect. I remember sending a picture to 
Kirk when the bike was complete and being 
very nervous about his reply. But as usual, 
Kirk was super chill and happy with the way 
things turned out. The best part was how 
excited the customer was to ride this golden 
chariot around the streets of Atlanta. HB

K ing30 isn’t only a bike build. It’s 
about the evolution of 
the skill set that leads to the 
bagger’s creation — specifically, 
David Rautenberg’s genesis 
from garage builder to full-time 
professional. 
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After working many years as a me- 
chanic for various motorcycle dealers, 
David was hungry for something more. 

He began building and experimenting in 
his home garage and transitioning into 
the creative end of the custom spectrum. 
The outcome of those early days was a 
burgundy chopper with an inverted front 
end, fully equipped with air ride, and 
a nasty S&S-based powerplant. From 
there, he couldn’t go back. He was thor- 
oughly hooked on creating his own iron. 

After realizing his love of the creative 
freedom that build provided, David 
pursued his custom builds full time. A 
lot of blood, sweat, and paperwork later, 
PDR Performance was up and running. 
The shop opened its doors in the summer 
of 2007 and has moved full throttle 
ever since. From full-custom builds to 
general day-to-day mechanic work, no 
job is too big or too small for David and 
his small crew. “PDR Performance has 
quickly established itself as a well- 
known shop in the Carolinas,” David 
tells us. “But we’re steadily expanding 
our presence across the country.”

Alloy Art has been in the parts game 
since 1996 starting with its Gooden-Tite 
handlebar bushings. Since then, it has 
concerted on making parts that are not 
only good but have inherent function built 
in. Once the walls of segregation were 
taken down, a few companies like Alloy 
Art saw the opportunity to adapt some 
great-performing products, at a fraction 
of the cost, as well as create its own line 
of high-quality products to improve the 
performance of any V-twin. 

HB: WHAT WAS THE PURPOSE OF 
BUILDING THE BIKE? 

AA: The purpose of the bike was all about 
performance and to create a “slight” 
crossover between Harleys and the metric 
world, I guess. 

HB: WHAT ARE SOME OF THE

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HB: ONE OF THE MOST STRIKING

by Bondo. I gave him free range on the colors to 
use, and I designed the rest of my bike around that. 


HB: IS IT ALL BEAUTY AND NO BRAWN? 
HOW DOES THE BIKE PERFORM? 

AA: Performance-wise, the bike tracks and 
handled like a performance sportbike thanks to 
a lot of help from the custom Race Tech front 
springs and gold valve emulators accompanied by 
the Street Merchant fork adjusters. In the rear, 
the Legends Revo 13-inch shocks complement the 
built 107-inch motor. Overall it makes about 116 
horsepower and 118 pound- feet of torque. Basically 
the bike rips! 


HB: ONE OF THE EXAMPLES WHERE 
WE SEE THE CROSSOVER IS THE 
BRAKING. WHAT DID YOU DO 
DIFFERENTLY THERE? 

AA: The stopping power is nothing short of 
incredible thanks in large part to Lyndall Racing 
rotors combined with Tokico calipers front and 
rear.

C haracterized as a basket 

case’s basket case, this hog 
wasn’t in the best shape 
before Lucky Clover Cycles 
in Port Orange, Florida, doctored 
it back to health.

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FEULING CAM, OIL PUMP, AND CAMCHEST UPGRADE 


■ SKILL LEVEL // ADVANCED 


A fter intake and exhaust, 
camshafts are usually the 
next performance upgrade for 
Harleys. They’re inexpensive, 
make torque and horsepower, and are 
pretty easy to install. The task of deciding 


which ones to use can be a daunting one. 
There are all sorts of sizes and needs 
when going with bigger or different cams. 
The folks at Feuling have been in the cam 
business awhile, and when we called our 
pal Luke there to discuss cams for our 


internally stock 2015 103ci H-D Twin 
Cam engine, he was kind enough to offer 
up some solid advice as well as a whole 
mess of parts to make our cam swap a 
much more worthwhile endeavor. Here is 
what we went with. HB 


& 



▲ Feuling 543 Reaper Cams ($329) were our choice for bolt-in camshafts for the 103-inch 
Twin Cam motor we had. This grind of chain-driven cam gives more top-end power but 
doesn’t sacrifice low-end torque. The 543 cams are easy starting, increase throttle response, 
and Feuling said it could even give us better fuel mileage. Luke also said that it responds well 
to a performance exhaust and high-flow air cleaner, which we already had. 



▲ Feuling HP+ Lifters ($159) are performance hydraulic roller lifters 

that allow more oil flow to the top-end valves, springs, rockers, shafts, and valve guides.

▲ Feuling 0E+ Oil Pump and Camplate Kit ($480) upgrades the stock oiling system, 
delivering increased oil pressure and a better return oil scavenging. The 0E+ billet 
camplates have increased rigidity and are machined to tighter tolerances compared to 
stock and assemble without 0-rings on the pump housings. The 0E+ Oil Pump is made 
from Billet 6061 aluminum with two chrome-moly gerotor gears. It also has 10-percent 
more pressure volume and 16-percent more scavenge volume over stock oil pumps. 




▲ Feuling Camchest Gasket Kit ($30) and Cam Installation Kit ($95) has all the various 
needed gaskets, such as cam cover, lifter block, exhaust gaskets, camplate, and push- 
rod tube 0-rings. The Quick Change Camshaft installation kits include Timken camplate 
roller bearings, KOYO Torrington full roller needle inner cam bearings, 12-point ARP 
camshaft and crankshaft bolts with hardened washers, and camshaft retaining clip to 
do the job right. 



▲ Feuling FAST Install adjustable pushrods ($239) feature a dual jam nut locking system 
as well as a slightly shorter tapered tube and come disassembled, which allows the engine 
builder to install the pushrods without removing the top rocker box. 



▲ We start the cam upgrade by taking off the cam cover of the motor and removing the 
stock cam chain, chain tensioner, and sprockets, which we will be reusing. 



▲ The stock single-piece pushrods will not be reused, so we cut them out as not to have to ▲ The stock cam chest and cams were carefully removed from the motor, 
remove the top end of the motor. This is common practice. 
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▲ We used our Feuling Crankshaft Runout Measuring tool. This tool measures accurate 
readings of the engine’s crank pinion shaft runout. Ours was just in the allowed tolerances 
set by Feuling. 


▲ The stock H-D cam chain and chain tensioner were removed from the OEM cam chest. 



▲ The Feuling Oil Pump was pre-lubed with the correct 
weight motor oil before it was installed onto the new 
camplate. 


▲ Jim at IMZZ Elite pulled the old cam bearings from the 
motor and installed the new ones supplied in the Feuling kit. 


▲ Here’s our pile of new parts for the rebuild from 
Revolution Performance, Cometic, and S&S. All you need 
to go fast faster. 



▲ To properly line up the cams in correct order, the two hash marks on the front of the 
cams had to be lined up. 


▲ The new camplate, cams, and oil pump were installed into the engine and torqued to 
factory specs. 



▲ The stock H-D cam sprockets and chain were installed onto 
the Feuling cams. 


▲ The Feuling-provided ARP bolts now hold the cam 
sprockets in place, and the cam chain tensioner was properly 
installed and adjusted as per the H-D service manual. 


▲ The new Feuling HP+ lifters were pre-lubed then 
placed inside the engine. 
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▲ The stock lifter blacks were reinstalled using new 
Feuling-supplied gaskets.

T wo-into-one stainless steel 

performance pipes are all the 
rage right now. It seems that 
the “race” look and per- 
formance they provide is a winning 
combination. Jay at FAB28 Industries 
was kind enough to send in one of his 
exhausts to install on our “Daily Dyna” 
project 2015 H-D Dyna Lowrider. 

When we received the 12-pound $999 
pipe it was apparent that Jay knows 
his way around a welder, with every 
junction of this pipe being a thing of 
TIG-welded beauty. The FAB28 exhaust 
system came complete with a nice mid- 
length muffler, a sturdy handmade rear 
bracket, and we installed it in less than 
20 minutes. Here’s how it went. HB

WHAT IS A 


STEERING STABILIZER? 


S tabilizers have long been a part 
of the racing community and 
are commonly found on high- 
performance motorcycles from 
the factory since the ’90s. In 
early 2000, Randy Norman approached 
his father, Ralph, with the idea of building 
something that would help keep his front 
end under control while blasting through 
the desert on his dirt bike during Baja 
races. He wanted something different than 
the standard push-pull- style dampers, 
though, and his fathers background in 
aerospace engineering allowed him to 
experiment with some different ideas. 

What they came up with was, at the time, 
the scarcely known rotary-style damper 
that connects directly to the steering head, 
and GPR was born. 

WHAT IS A STABILIZER? 

At its most basic, a stabilizer is suspension 
for your motorcycle for left and right. If 
you’re going to be running big horsepower 
on your bike, suspension always needs to 
be addressed to put the power safely to the 
pavement. The front forks and rear shocks 
handle the front and back, and the stabiliz- 
ers help dampen the effects from side to 
side that might occur under hard accelera- 
tion, large pot holes, speed wobbles, or the 
dreaded tank-slapper. A tank-slapper oc- 
curs when the motorcycle shakes violently 
from side to side and can literally rip the 
handlebars out of your hands and throw 
you completely off the bike. Stabilizers are 
good in this case as safety tools and can 
help reduce the amount of wobble. In that 
sense a stabilizer is much like a seat belt — 
you don’t need it until you need it. 

HOW DOES IT WORK? 

Fluid is squeezed through different ports in 
the steering damper as it’s transferred from 
side to side. By adjusting the damper’s 
resistance, the amount of fluid and size 
of the holes it has to squeeze through is 
changed, making it harder or easier for the 
bars to move left to right.

We have more 
than 1,000 miles on the REVO -As 
we installed on our project FXR and 
haven't had an issue since the initial 
setup and adjustments were figured 
out* Truthfully, its been a whole lot of 
smooth riding ever since! 

The REVO Shocks are priced at $899 
and come in 12- and 13-inch lengths 
in standard or heavy-duty for Touring 
(bagger), Dyna, and FXR model Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles. HB

Y es, we all know that these Harley front ends on 
our beloved Dynas leave a bit to be desired in the 
performance department. But the folks at Progressive 
Suspension have a kit that can and will give you 
better and more tuneable ride for right around $400. This kit is 
of an asymmetrical design, meaning it places a preload adjuster 
over a progressive rate spring in one leg and an aluminum- 
bodied, sealed cartridge damper in the other side. Yes, it 
sounds strange that this kit removes the stock springs and 
most of the internals of your OEM forks, but have no fear, as 
you will end up with a much better and more controllable ride 
over your stock setup. Here’s how it’s done. HB 




NON-CARTRIDGE SIDE: 

Start by removing the OEM fork cap, spring spacer, and fork 
spring. Drain the old oil from the fork leg tube. Reinstall the 
OEM spring and damper rod using a fresh crush washer on 


the damper rod bolt. Add 300cc of oil and cycle the fork leg. 
Install the new Progressive main spring, washer, and spacer. 
Then install the preload adjuster with the supplied tool. 
Reinstall the leg on the bike and torque to factory specs. 



CARTRIDGE SIDE: 

Disassemble this leg the same way and drain the oil. Then 
remove the damper rod and top-out spring. Insert the new 


PSI cartridge and top-out spring, and reinstall the factory 
damper rod bolt and new crush washer then add 300cc of 
type “E” oil. Install the top cap and reinstall the leg on the 
bike then torque to factory specs.

SIMPSON 

GHOST BANDIT CARBON HELMET 


T he Simpson Ghost Bandit Helmet is a huge nod to the 
traditional line of Simpson Bandit helmets but is outfit- 
ted with more modern safety, convenience, and styling 
features most riders are looking for in a helmet today. 
The Ghost Bandit’s DOT/ECE-approved shell has been aerody- 
namically designed for motorcycle riding and is fully ventilated 
with six different vents for maximum airflow. This is something 
past Bandit helmets never had. Simpson is also getting up with 
the current line of helmets with integrated microphone and 
speaker pockets for easy installation of communication devices. 
The Ghost Bandit also has a handy tool-free shield-removal 
system and a “drop-down” sun visor inner shield like many other 
high-end on-road motorcycle helmets possess. 

When I put on the size large helmet it felt a bit snug (I usually 
wear an XL), but after an hour or so it felt really good on my 
head. The liner is well made and baby -butt soft out of the box, 
but I feel that I will need some thinner cheek pads if I am riding 
in it for more than a few hours. 

The first day on the bike with the Ghost Bandit I rode my 
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usual route to work and then peeled off about 100 miles the 
next day. The aerodynamics of the Ghost Bandit seemed to cut 
through the air well and had minimal buffeting even over my 
FXRT and FXDXT fairings. The dual adjustable chin vents along 
with the top and rear ventilation ports worked well and didn’t 
fog up even at low speeds or in stop-and-go traffic situations. 
When looking over my shoulder checking on traffic I noticed that 
my peripheral vision is far better than any other Simpson model 
I have ridden, and it’s right up there with my beloved Arai Defi- 
ant and Bell Star helmets. 

Other attributes I personally liked about this helmet was 
of course the design and how light the carbon-fiber version is, 
but the best of all was how quiet it is at riding speeds over 60 
mph. After using this helmet as my daily skid lid for more than 
a month I can honestly tell you that this is a great helmet and a 
home run for Simpson. 

The Ghost Bandit is available in sizes ranging from XS to XXL. 
Color choices are white, black, and matte black for $449, and the 
carbon-fiber version shown here is $649. 

If you love the look of the venerable Simpson Bandit Helmet 
but crave a modern helmet up there in the ranks of a Bell or 
Shoei, then I would seriously check out the Ghost Bandit at 
simpsonraceproducts . com .

R iders of a certain age will 
remember the days of full- 
service at the gas pump 
and even better service 
inside the work bays. An oil 
change every 3,000 miles that included 
full bumper-to-bumper service was 
routine. Well, that’s gone now, replaced 
with mini-marts and 64-ounce big gulps 
with a hot dog. In the motorcycle world, 
though, service can still reign supreme, 
and at the start of any riding season that 
front-to-rear service session is more than 
routine — for any chance at a trouble-free 
season it’s mandatory. 

“And we do this sort of thing all the 
time,” says Jamie Hanson at Speed’s 
Performance Plus. “Especially during the 
first few stops on our schedule, early in the 
season.” Jamie and the SPP team have that 
full-motorcycle checkup down pat too, so 
whether you generally take care of this 
yourself (and any competent DIYer armed 
with his bike’s service manual shouldn’t 
have a problem) or it’s something you’d 
rather turn over to the pros, here’s how 
Speed’s goes about it. For starters, and 
at a minimum, there’s the oil-and-filter 
change, and a couple quarts bought at that 
mini-mart won’t get the job done. 

“Motorcycles demand motorcycle- 
specific oils,” Jamie says. Inch for inch, 
motorcycle engines make more power 
than automobiles, they work harder, rev 
higher, and they run hotter. The oil you 
put in there makes a difference. 

“And if you haven’t already switched to 
synthetics,” Jamie goes on, “you should. 
There’s a lot to be gained.” There are plenty 
of good choices on the market, and the 
guys at SPP have tried them all, finally 
deciding on the Spectro Platinum 4 Full 
Synthetics — with “motorcycle” in big, bold 
letters on the bottle. Synthetics work great 
in the transmission and primary too — 
more fluids to be changed with a major 
service. Clutch action will get smoother 
and more predictable and the shifting 
easier. You’ll want a quality oil filter too, 


and there are some good ones available. 
But spending a few more bucks for a 
cleanable/reusable metal-mesh oil filter is 
something to think about. Being washable 
and reusable just like that high-flow 
air filter (which should also be serviced 
now) means this will be the last oil filter 
you’ll ever buy, but more importantly the 
filtering is first rate. The ones SPP offers 
even include rare-earth magnets in the 
base to trap metallic particles and debris. 
As an added bonus all this comes with a 
finned-aluminum canister that becomes, 
in effect, a mini oil cooler. 

If it’s a pre-season service we’re talking 
about here’s hoping the bike was parked 
with a full tank of gas. “And treated with a 
good stabilizer and ethanol guard,” Jamie 
adds. And if it’s a carbureted bike the 
carburetor and fuel lines should have been 
run dry. Either way, now’s the time to grab 
some wrenches and “nut and bolt” the bike 
front to rear. Exhaust systems, Jamie says, 
are notorious for loosening up, but don’t 
stop there. And while you’re making sure 
everything is nice and tight, pay special 
attention to the tires and brakes. Look at 
the tread depth and thoroughly inspect 
the sidewalls for cracks or bulges. Check 
the inflation, and check it often during 
the season. And here you’ll want to follow 
the tire manufacturer’s recommendations 
because for best performance and life 
they’ll quite often call for a bit more 
pressure than OE. 


Look over the brake pads and rotors 
and carefully inspect all the lines and 
fittings. Check the level and top-off 
the master cylinders, and spend some 
time with the drive belt assessing both 
condition and tension. You’ll want a good 
tension gauge for that. Throwing in a fresh 
set of spark plugs is another good move 
and maybe even a set of new wires to go 
with them. SPP likes the NGK Iridiums, by 
the way. 

All this is pretty straightforward stuff, 
but here’s a thought: Even if you regularly 
do your own service work, sometimes it’s 
smart to let a trained tech take a look at 
your bike too. He might spot something 
you’ve overlooked or just gotten used to 
over time. Is the clutch adjusted correctly? 
Are any of the cables and linkages stiffer 
or looser than they should be? An ounce 
of prevention, as they say, is worth a 
pound of cure. The next time the Speed’s 
Performance crew is in the area maybe 
roll your bike onto one of their lifts for 
that full-service checkup. A little time 
and a few bucks — way less than what a 
dealership charges, by the way — is an even 
trade for a trouble-free season. Think of it 
as service with a smile. HB
